THE SUFFRAGE DOCTRINE OF 
IRRESPONSIBILITY 
as expounded by 
DR. ANNA HOWARD SHAW 


President of the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association, Ap- 
pearing in the Special Suffrage Cam- 
paign Issue, Evening Post, New York, 
Thursday, Feb. 25, 1915. 


**I believe in Woman Suffrage whether 
all women vote or no women vote; 
whether all women vote right or all 
women vote wrong; whether women will 
love their husbands after they vote or 
forsake them; whether they will neglect 
their children, or never have any chil- 
dren.” 


Some people do not understand 
The Woman Suffrage Cause; 

They seem to think that Suffragists 
Can give them better laws; 

But Doctor Anna Shaw explains 
The Woman Suffrage creed, 

So all of you in any doubt 
This little lesson read. 


“In Woman Suffrage I believe, 
To suffrage I belong, 

I don’t care if we all vote right 
Or if we all vote wrong; 

Or if a wife should leave her home 
Or from her husband flee, 

So long as women get the vote 
That’s all that bothers me, 


“In Woman Suffrage I believe 
If husbands lose their wives, 
Or children are neglected too, 
For what are children’s lives!

At the recent National Suffrage Con- 
vention in Chicago, Prof. W. I. Thomas 
of Chicago University told his hearers 
that “Any girl, mentally mature, has a 
right to motherhood,” and that ‘‘wo- 
man’s assertion of her right to mother- 
hood is a revolution that is coming and 
no one can stop it.” : 

What were the comments of the 
prominent suffragists who heard Pro- 
fessor Thomas’ address? Dr. Shaw 
said: 

“The address has set every woman 
who heard it thinking, and they are 
thinking women who will consider both 
sides of such a proposition. Political 
emancipation is not the only emanci- 
pation. * * * I do not believe in 
mother love. I believe in mother in- 
telligence. * * *I believe Prof. Thomas 
took the proper place to present those 
views.” 

Mrs. James W. Morrison who was 
toastmistress of the banquet, said: ‘I 
invited Prof. Thomas to come and I 
would not have missed his address for 
a great deal.” 

Miss Alice Stone Blackwell, dreading 
the effect of this doctrine in the states 
where women have not yet taken the 
“first step”, gently remonstrated, say- 
ing, “I do not agree with Prof. Thomas, 
granting at the same time that he has 
a right to his opinions.” 


The Rev. Anna Shaw says that the 
present war is helping woman suffrage 
especially in Europe, because women 
have come out from the homes as never 
before, and they will not go back.

Birds on Battlefields 
DES ae 
Experiments and observations made 
in between times at the various battle- 
fronts by bird lovers have revealed 
some sttiking characteristics of the 
feathered broods that have not been 


frightened from their accustomed haunts H 


of war. Quite as unusual as any other 
conclusion is the showitig that crows, 
from generations of experience, fear 
rifle fire but not artillery fire, while song 
birds, never having known the fear of 
the hunter and his rifle, break into song 
when the guns are fired, but are alarmed 
at the tremendous explosions of shells. 

Even the trained artillery horses 
continue to show more fright at shell 
explosions than the birds. The crows, 
for instance, do not even trouble to take 
flight when a shell lands fear them but 
does not explode, and only rise for an 
instant when it does go off. But when 
the rifles begin to pop they put as much 
distance as possible between them- 
selves and the trenches. 

Many of the soldiers have canaries in 
their trenches and have conducted 
numerous experiments © with them. 
Usually the -discharge of a rifle is a 
signal for them to sing, and even the 
sound of breaking glass will bring the 
same result, The same is true to a great 
extent of the wild song birds that 
abound, especially along the French 
front. « ; 

The birds, of course, display a sharp- 
ness of vision that even a powerful tele- 
scope will not equal, and many times 
the warning of an attack has come first 
from the crows and other birds rising in 
alarm at some movement that the 
sentries for all their watchfulness had 
not detected.

To Avoid Pneumonia 


(Journal of The American Medical As- 
sociation.) 

Pneumonia is particularly a disease 
of city life and crowded living. With 
our present. knowledge the prospects 
are hopeful for the control of pneu- 
monia in the future through preven- 
tion. This is of special importance to 
the individual. The dvoidance of pneu- 
monia is largely a question of personal 
precautions that prevent the develop- 
ment of the disease by lessening the 
predisposition to it. .Men in middle 
life, particularly those about fifty, must 
learn during unsettled weather to avoid 
crowds, especially when fatigued and 
when they have been for a number of 
hours without’ eating. Late at night, 
when for any reason a meal has been 
missed, crowds are dangerous. [If this 
lesson could be generally learned there 
would be less pneumonia among the 
well-to-do classes. The principal dan- 
ger comes in crowded street cars, which, 
if possible, should be avoided at rush 
hours. It needs to be emphasized that 
the danger from overcrowding is greatly 
enhanced by fatigue and going without 
food. In a word, prevention of pneu- 
monia is now much clearer than it 
was. Like all the other infectious dis- 
eases, instead of being a more or less 
inevitable dispensation, it has come to 
be recognized as due to certain definite 
factors which can be greatly lessened 
by public and individual hygienic regu- 
lations.

To the Credit of Mr. Shaw 


In last week’s Townsman, under a 
discussion of political events as they are 
taking place, reference was made to 
the attitude of Mr. Shaw on certain 
phases of the contest, as he and his 
particular issue are related to it. We 
expressed, at that time, the belief that 
he could not afford to ignore the issue 
that has been raised by a certain group 
of narrow citizens who are endeavoring 
to insist that the only issue before the 
people, at this time, has to do with the 
question of the religious faith of different 
groups of people in the Commonwealth. 

It is refreshing to find Mr. Shaw 
meeting the issue squarely, and it is 
doubtful if any statement made in the 
campaign reflects more credit on anyone 
of the candidates than does the manly, 
straightforward statement of the Pro- 


| 


-hibitionist candidate in response to the 


demand of four Baptist ministers, that 
his issue was of little importance, in 
comparison with the issue that they 
were responsible for. The statement by 
Mr. Shaw is so straightforward, and is 
so clear in its cleaning-up of this out- 
rageous issue that it is a pleasure to 
publish it in full. The statement was 
issued this week and is as follows: 

“Although the Gifford-DeBlois- 
Campbell-Anderson letter bears the 
date of July 24, I first saw a copy 
of it last week. Most of the signers 
are personal friends of mine, and 
the only explanation I can give for 
their statements regarding my 
campaign is that they are obsessed 
with fear of Roman Catholic con- 
trol of our public school funds. 

“They evidently fail to see that 
the public school question is only 
one feature in the plan that those 
who are using them as tools in this 
campaign have in mind. 

“I am absolutely opposed to the 
use of public school funds for pri- 
vate or sectarian schools of any 
kind. The public school is the 
social solvent of our democracy. 
It is an essential element of re- 
publican government. The State 
would be undermining and destroy- 
ing itself if it should foster.and sup- 
port a rival institution. i 

“Any citizen has a right to send 
his children for social or religious 
reasons to a private or sectarian 
school, but he has no right to ask 
the State to pay the bill. Our 
school tax is not based upon the 
number of children we have in the. | 
public school, but rests equall 
upon all the citizens because, liké' 
the Legislature and the courts, it is 
a department of the State. 

“Intelligent Catholics recognize’ 
this and would oppose a division of 
the public school funds. They 
recognize that, if they have a right 
to public funds, the other religious’ | 
bodies would have the same right, 
and our whole educational system 
would become a hodgepodge of 
clashing and competing sects. 

“The man who makes this a re= ‘ 
ligious question is an enemy of the 
public good. It is a simple question 
of democracy. I have no fear of the 
result if this question should ever 


Of Local Interest 


The following article together with a 
cut of the Stone Chapel, appeared in 
last Friday evening’s edition of The 
Christian Science Monitor: 


“Andover is one of the beautiful hill 
towns of Eastern Massachusetts, rich 
in historic associations and crowned 
with its institutions of learning. The 
campus and buildings of Phillips Acad- 
emy, now including those formerly held 
by the Theological Seminary which has 
become a part of Harvard, have a com- 
manding site at the top of the town. 
Among the founders of Andover was 
Governor Simon Bradstreet, whose wife, 
Anne, was the first American woman 
candidate for literary honors. The fact 
chimes well with the repute of Abbot 
Academy for girls at Andover as the 
oldest extant school of the sort in 
America, and with the fame of two 
other women who had a home there. A 
severe but beautiful old-time mansion 
is pointed out as the girlhood home of 
Elizabeth Stuart Phelps, and another 
great stone house, also facing the leafy 
campus, sheltered for twelve years 
Harriett Beecher Stowe. 

“It is difficult to think of the twin 
academies of Massachusetts and New 
Hampshire separately. Phillips Ando- 
ver and Phillips Exeter were both 
founded and fostered by the Phillips 
brothers, of common ancestry with 
Wendell Phillips and Phillips Brooks. 
John Phillips was the chief almoner to 
both schools, though his brother Samuel 
and his nephew, Lieutenant Governor 
Samuel Phillips, had most to do with 
founding Andover in 1778. Some one 
who commemorated John Phillips’ fam- 
ily set the pace for the builders of for- 
tunes who came after them. Theirs is 
the example, he thinks, which forbade 
American rich men to conserve their 
wealth for the mere aggrandizement of 
a family; theirs was the first great illus- 
tration of how fortunes could be be- 
stowed in public beneficiences that are 
an honor to the giver.”’

The Governors’ Congress 


The most important New England 
event of the week is the Congress of 
Governors, being held in Boston with 
Governor Walsh as the host. Governor 
Walsh, however, is not’ without very 
generous support in his duties as host, 
because practically every organization 
in New England has endeavored to have 
a part in the welcome extended to the 
forty or so members of this important 
conference. 

There has been considerable criticism 
because some people outside of Boston 
have felt that Boston was:in a way 
“hogging” the whole show. We are 
inclined to think that a little careful 
thought by those who take this view 
may lead them to appreciate that it 
would be pretty difficult to have the 
event take place in the capital city of 
Massachusetts without that city being 
the central figure. 
the various organizations and the dif- 
ferent excursions provided would seem 
to afford a pretty satisfactory program 
to fill the short time in which the 
Governors’ Congress is being held. 

. It is a little unfortunate, of course, 
that there is not time for these men, 
many of whom come from Western 
states, and some of whom have ‘never 
had any opportunity to know the great 
factors contributing to New England’s 
proud position, to go to some of the 
great, industrial centers; to know more 
about what New England is doing, even 


in her small way, in’ agriculture; to | 


learn more of the skilled workers who 
make this section of the country the 
biggest contributor to the industrial life 
of the whole nation. But this couldn’t 
be accomplished in four days, and if the 
House of Governors could stay in session 
even as long as does the Massachusetts 
House of Representatives, there would 
still be some things which New England 
could show to these men from distant 
states, proving her right to rather more 
consideration than she sometimes gets 
under the sort of government which 
some of the Southern governors have 
helped to provide through recent na- 
tional legislation. 


Death of Old Phillips Alumnus 


Judge George Zaccheus Adams, for- 
merly of the Boston municipal court, 
died Thursday morning, August 19, at 
his home at 21 Maple street, Roxbury. 
Although he had not been well for some 
time, the immediate cause of his death 
only manifested itself a few days before 
he died. Judge Adams was born in 
Chelmsford, April 23, 1833, the son of 
Charles and Nancy (Robbins) Adams. 
He prepared for college at Phillips 
Andover Academy. During his college 
course he taught school at Middleboro 
and Saugus, He studied law in the office 
of Oliver Stevens of Boston, and at the 
Cambridge law school during the Sep- 
tember and March terms of 1857 and 
1858. He was admitted to the bar 
June 26, 1858, and then practiced law 
in Boston, at first in the firm of Stevens 
& Adams. Afterwards he opened an 
office of his own. 

In 1882, he was appointed a. special 
justice of the municipal court of Boston, 
and in 1885, Governor Robinson ten- 
dered him the position of associate 
justice of the court, to fill a vacancy, 
which he declined; but in October, 1896, 
he accepted an appointment: to the 
same position from acting Governor 
Wolcott, and this position held until he 
resigned on account of ill health in 1907. 
Following the death of Judge Par- 
menter, he was acting chief justice for 
atime. Of late years Judge Adams has 
practiced law in the firm of Adams & 
Blinn. 

In 1874, Judge Adams was elected 
a member of the School Committee, and 
held that position for the three succeed- 
ing years. He was a member of the 
Roxbury Club. 

On September 16, 1861, he was mar- 
ried at Watertown to Joanna Frances 
Davenport, daughter of Charles Daven- 
port. The family residence first was 
in Boston and later in Roxbury. Judge 
Adams is survived by his wife and three 
children—Mrs. G. A. McElfresh of 
Williamstown, Walter D, Adams of 
Boston, and Charles Z, Adams of 
Newton Centre.

Recent operations on the Gallipoli 
peninsula have enabled the British 
troops to extend materially the area 
in their possession and to connect 
their lines along a front of more than 
seventeen miles, according to a Mrit- 
ish official statement.

that in spite of the encouraging gains 
made, further serious and costly et- 
forts will be required before a de- 
cisive victory is won and the tre- 
mendous fortresses of the peninsula 
beaten down.

Teutons Stlacken Advance 

Various explanations are offered 
for the slowing down of the Teutonic 
advance in Poland, one of them being 


that the Germans are regrouping their

armies to make a drive on some par- 
ticular point of the Russian line. 

The real explanation, however, may 
be that the invading armies are get- 
ting into the difficult, swampy coun- 
try, where difficulty in transport fa- 
cilities will not permit rapid move- 
ment. However this may be, the 
furious efforts of the Austro-German 
armies in the last day or two have 
not been as fruitful as usual in re- 
spect of the amount of ground gained. 

German and Austrian reports state 
that further advances have been 
achieved both north and south of 
Brest-Litovsk, and that the Pulva 
river line has been passed. Austrian 
cavairy has entered Kovel and is said 
to be alfivancing to the north, but 
the outtianking movement from this 
quarter will be confronted by the bar- 
rier formed by the Pripet river ana 
the adjacent marshes. 

Great Gain For Teutonic Forces 

By the capture of Novogeorgievsk 
the Austro-Germans have opened tor 
their use the great Vistula river 
transportation route into the interior 
of Poland. German steamers are in 
waiting at Wysoogrod, a few miies 
below the fortress, and within a day 
or two tows of barges laden with am- 
munition supplies for the army and 
coal and provisions for the occupied 
region of Poland will be heading up 
the long reaches of the river past 
Warsaw to the Galician frontier. 

The capture of the fortress also 
opens a highly important railroad line 
from Germany via Mlawa to War- 
saw north of the Vistula, whereby. 
rail communication can be established 
with eastern Poland and the present 
Military front without awaiting the 
rebuilding of the great bridges across 
the Vistula at Warsaw which were 
destroyed by the Russians before their 
retreat. 

The importance of Novogeorgievsk 
for these strategic reasons presumably 
explains the Russian decision to at- 
tempt to hold this one Vistula fortress 
after their retreat. 

Vienna reports that artillery battles 
continue along the entire Tyrolean 
frontier. The Italian forces were re- 
pulsed by the heavy arillery fire ot 
the Austrians on the Doberdo pla- 
teau. 

Trenches lost in the Vosges by the 
Germans were recaptured, according 
to Berlin’s official report. 

A French torpedo boat destroyer 
engaged and sunk a large German de- 
stroyer, using a torpedo. 

The Riga Bay Battle

Attitude of Germany Relieves 
Tension at Washington 


TORPEDOING OF THE ARABIC 


Next Communication From Berlin 
Concerning it Expected to Be of 
Character Satisfactory to Washing- 
tlon—Assurances of Every Desire 
to Retain América’s Friendship 


the state department to suspend judg- 
ment upon the sinking of the Arabic 
has wonderfully heartened official 
Washington, which has lived for days 
in dread of a serious outcome of a 
submarine attack. ; 

While Washington has thought that 
the president contemplates no more 
drastic rebuke than the recall of the 
American ambassador, it has been 
noted with uneasiness that the Ger- 
man people think nothing at all of 
the sinking of the British liner and 
would be tremendously astonished 
should the United States sever dipio- 
matic rélations. 

No possibility of agreement could 
; exist after that act; but when, in the 
twinkling of an eye, the German gov- 
ernment makes plain that it appre- 
ciates the danger of a break and at- 
tempts to forestall one; Washington, 
naturally optimistic as against war, 
jumps to the conclusion that the dan- 
ger point has been passed. 

The administration has hoped for a 
disavowal of the killing of Americans 
through the submarine attack, or at 
least an explanation which would 
avoid the necessity of an abrupt ter- 
Mination of all official intercourse 
with Germany. 

While the state department con- 
tinues silent, Secretary Lansing’s sug- 
gestion that the United States would 
be willing to wait a “reasonable time” 
for the German explanation confirms 
the growing impression that Germany 
will find a way to avoid a break with 
the United States, if for no other 
Treason than that of self-interest. 

President Wilson has been informed 
nuofficially from sources close to Am- 
bassador von Kernstorff that the next 
communicaticn from Herlin on the 
sinking of the White Star liner 
Arabic will be of a character satis- 
factory to the United States. 

Coming close on the telegram which 
the ambassador forwarded to the 
state department by direction of his 
government, declaring it was not the 
intention of Germany that any Ameri- 
can lives should be sacrificed in the 
sinking of the ship, this development 
is regarded as that Germany will 
make some proposal satisfactory to 
the United States respecting subma- 
riné attacks on vessels purely of a 
passenger carrying nature. O0vticiais 
are at a loss to conjecture what the 
German government will propose, but 
there aré assurances that there is 
every desire in Berlin to avoid a 
break with the United States. 

Heretofore Germany has contendea 
that neutral lives could not insure a 
belligerent ship against attack, espe- 
cially these carrying war munitions. 
In its reply to the first Lusitania 
note Germany proposed to designat: 
Certain ships which would be guar- 
anteed against attack, but the Ameri- 
can government fiatly rejected thu! 
proposal. Officials are eager to know 
what position Germany will now take 
without surrendering her contended 
right to submarine warfare against 
enemy commerce.

Japan Leads as Fishing Nation 
Japan is said to be the leading fish- 
i te oso ets 
roducts, for it ect 
other nations excel it, but in 


the number of persons who make their 
living by fishing, in the proportion of 
fishers to the rest of the population, 
in the relative importance of fisheries 
in the domestic economy, in the in- 
-genuity ee ‘skill of Ue people in de- 
vising apparatus, in preparing 
fish and eg B teal shown by the gov- 
ernment in promoting the interests of 
the fishing population. 

The islands comprising Japan stretch 
diagonally from northeast to south- 
west, between two and three thousand 
miles, giving a great range of climate, 
and consequently of waters from _al- 
most tropical to almost arctic.

Don’t Destroy Browntail Moth 
Parasites 


People all over the State of Maine are 
making inquiries as to the proper 
method of handling browntail moths, 
and these inquiries are for, the most part 
coming from people who in removing 
nests have discovered that they are 
already filled with little flies which are 
the parasite now destroying the pest. 
These people, says the Kennebec Jour- 
nal, have found out that the question 
of how to destroy the nests without 
destroying the flies is a serious one, for 
often before removing the nests there is 
no way of knowing that the little fly has 
made his home in them. 

It has been discovered by many 
people that upon removing the nests 
the little flies are present in great num- 
bers. They are brought out by sun- 
light; in stormy or cloudy weather they 
stay shut up in the nests. There in the 
nests they are feeding upon the pest. 
The State department of agriculture, 
under the direction of which the moth 
extermination work is being successful 
carried on, expresses the hope that all: 
interested in the extermination of the 
pest will acquaint themselves with the 
nature of the parasites so that none will 
be destroyed through ignoraace of the 
habits of these beneficial insects. 

Maj. E. E. Philbrook, who is in 
charge of the moth extermination work 
in the State under the department of 
agriculture, states that instead of burn- 
ing the nests, the best way is to place 
the nests in a barrel and smear the 
inside of the barrel with tanglefoot for 
three or four inches from the top. As 
the caterpillar emerges it will be caught 
in the tanglefoot and as its vitality will 
have .,been so much reduced. by ‘the 
parasite feeding upon it, it will be un- 
able to escape. * The parasite, however, 
will emerge from the nest and fly away. 
As the work of this parasite in its first 
winter nests is only a part, of its mission 
in the world, people handling browntail 
moth nests cannot take too much care 
that these parasites may not be de- 
stroyed.

The Gypsy Moth Problem 


The gypsy moth has now almost 
finished his work of destruction and we 
can see desolated forests in every 
direction, but soon these woods will be 
covered with a new growth and the 
present conditions be forgotten, Al- 
though young trees are able to send out 
a second crop. of leaves without any 
apparent injury, the old trees suffer 
more severely and a second defoliation 
means death to an old tree. Already we 
have a large number of old pasture oaks 
that stand out dead and bare, like 
monuments to the gypsy moth, 

The destruction of these fine old 
trees is, I believe, unnecessary and can 
in many cases be prevented by the ap- 
plication of a band of tanglefoot. The 
gypsy worm has the curious habit of 
spinning down to the ground and then 
climbing up again. If the tree has a 
band of tanglefoot the worm is unable 
to get up among the leaves and after 
wandering up and down the trunk for 
days must either starve or go elsewhere 
for food. Many of our large, isolated 
oak trees are in pastures or hayfields 
where it is difficult to spray, and this 
simple remedy. should be used for such 
cases. 

I have -used tanglefoot this year on. a 
larger scale than ever before, with ex- 
cellent results, and intend to greatly 
increase the use of it another i. 

I have not seen any tree defoliated 
that had this band of tanglefoot and feel 
sure that our large pasture oaks can be 
saved if this simple and inexpensive 
treatment is used.—Henry S. Hunne- 
well of Wellesley in Boston Transcript,
